The  fees  charged  at  the  Hospital  are  most  carefully  considered  by 
the  House  Committee,  so  as  to  be  within  the  reasonable  power  of  the 
patient  to  pay.  When  it  is  found  that  the  circumstances  make  the 
patient  unable  to  contribute  anything,  the  case  is  admitted  free. 
Several  cases  had  Free  Treatment  during  the  past  year.  If  the  Mat¬ 
ernity  Ward  is  engaged  by  the  Medical  men  owing  to  feared  com¬ 
plications,  or  insufficient  housing  accomodation,  the  fees  are  reduced 
to  what  the  patient  can  possibly  afford  to  pay.  A  reduced  fee  for  use 
of  the  Maternity  Wards  is  made  to  wives  of  Contributors  of  3d.  per 
week. 

STAFF. — We  are  pleased  and  thankful  that  our  much  valued 
Matron,  Sister  Walker,  has  kept  in  good  health  during  the  past  year, 
but  several  of  the  Staff  have  been,  unfortunately,  off  duty  latterly. 
Both  Nurse  Ashton  (Staff  Nurse)  and  Probationer  Nurse  Sydney  Jones 
underwent  operations  at  the  Hospital,  and  were  nursed  as  patients. 
Probationer  Nurse  Helen  Buckingham  has  had  to  cease  work,  tempor¬ 
arily,  owing  to  slight  illness.  Nurse  Ashton  has  resigned,  and  the 
House  Committee  are  seeking  for  a  new  Staff  Nurse  who  has  the  C.M.B. 
Certificate,  in  addition  to  Hospital  Training.  The  engagement  of  a 
Nurse  without  the  C.M.B.  Certificate  was  tried  for  a  year,  but  it  was 
soon  found  that  Sister  Walker  was  not  able  to  leave  the  Hospital  at  all 
when  the  Maternity  Wards  were  full.  It  also  meant  the  expense  of 
engaging  another  Nurse  to  take  full  charge  if  Sister  Walker  was  absent, 
even  for  one  night. 

THE  LATE  DR.  J.  E.  THOMAS,  M.D.— The  Matron,  President 
and  Executive  Committee  mourn  the  loss  of  a  true  friend,  as  well  as 
a  skilful  Surgeon.  When  the  Hospital  was  started,  Dr.  Thomas  was 
one  of  the  first  to  speak  encouraging  words  in  support  of  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  subsidiary  Institutions.  Many  a  journey  was  taken  late  at 
night  to  Portmadoc  to  relieve  suffering  and  save  a  life.  But  perhaps 
the  action  that  most  touched  the  President  and  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  was  the  fact  that  on  the  Opening  Day  of  the  new  building, 
December  4th,  1929,  Dr.  Thomas  spared  the  time  to  come  to  Portmadoc, 
went  through  the  Hospital  thoroughly,  and  congratulated  all  present 
on  what  had  been  done. 


ANNUAL  MEETING. — By  kind  permission  of  the  Girls'  Club, 
this  was  held  in  the  Recreation  Room,  on  Tuesday,  May  19th,  1931. 
Dr.  Black,  Plas  Gwilym,  Criccieth,  presiding. 
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In  the  unavoidable  absence  of  Mrs.  Greaves,  the  Hospital  Report 
was  read  by  Mrs.  Breese,  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee. 
The  Report  of  the  District  Nursing  Association  was  given  by  Mrs.  J.  O. 
Jones,  the  Hon.  Sec.;  and  the  Infant  Clinic  Report,  and  Statement  of 
Accounts  were  given  by  Mrs.  Thomas,  Maelgwyn,  Hon.  Sec.  The 
Financial  Reports  of  the  Madoc  Hospital  District  Nursing  Association 
were  given  by  Mr.  W.  G.  Williams,  Hon.  Treasurer. 

Mr.  R.  T.  Jones,  Midland  Bank,  proposed  the  adoption  of  the 
Reports.  He  eulogised  the  work  done  by  the  Hospital  Staff  and  the 
District  Nurses.  Mr.  Oswald  Thomas  seconded  ;  and  the  Reports 
were  unanimously  adopted. 

The  Officers  and  Committee  were  re-elected,  with  the  addition 
of  the  new  Members  :  Miss  M.  Parry,  27  New  Street  ;  and  Mr.  T.  J. 
Williams,  Penygarnedd,  to  represent  Tremadoc. 

It  was  proposed  by  Mr.  O.  J.  Roberts,  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Oswald 
Thomas,  that  the  Madoc  Hospital  Constitution  be  revised  during  the 
ensuing  year,  so  that  a  certain  number  of  the  Executive  Committee 
should  retire  annually.  The  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee 
expressed  the  view  that  the  Rules  and  Constitution  governing  the 
Hospital  required  to  be  enlarged,  and  brought  up-to-date,  as  when 
originally  drawn  up  the  work  was  in  its  infancy,  and  most  of  the  Rules 
as  to  size  of  Committees  &c.,  had  been  broken.  The  Resolution  was 
carried  unanimously. 

A  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  Dr.  Black,  for  presiding,  and  the  ready 
help  he  gave  to  the  Executive  Committee  in  the  matters  pertaining  to 
the  Hospital,  concluded  the  Meeting. 

CONTRIBUTORY  SCHEME  FOR  HOSPITAL.— The  numbers 
joining  the  above  scheme  have  increased  enormously  during  the  past 
year,  and  fresh  groups  are  being  formed  every  month.  We  look  forward 
to  the  day  when  the  scheme  will  be  started  in  every  District  served  by 
the  Hospital,  and  practically  every  eligible  person  will  become  a 
Member.  By  this  scheme,  all  fear  of  expense  in  serious  illness  is  re¬ 
moved,  and  the  Contributors  have  the  happy  knowledge  that  by  their 
weekly  payments,  they  are  becoming  the  back-bone  of  an  Institution 
that  provides  free  treatment  when  absolutely  necessary.  Leaflets  with 
details  of  the  scheme  can  be  had  on  application  from  either  of  the 
Hon.  Secs.,  Mr.  Walter  Roberts,  or  H.  Emrys  Jones,  Midland  Bank  ; 
or  from  the  Hon.  Treasurer,  Mr.  W.  G.  Williams,  The  Wharf. 

X-RAY  APPARATUS. —  As  soon  as  the  new  Hospital  was  opened, 
the  Medical  Practitioners  of  the  District  began  to  beg  for  this  extra 
equipment.  Many  of  the  Executive  Committee  feared  that  it  was 


beyond  their  financial  powers  to  have  one,  but  Mrs.  R.  M.  Greaves,  the 
President,  with  her  wonderful  enthusiasm,  determined  that  the  Madoc 
Hospital  should,  and  must  have,  a  simple  X-Ray  Apparatus  for  use  in 
fractures,  broken  bones,  &c.,  &c.  Mrs.  Greaves  arranged  a  Concert  at 
Wern,  which  brought  in  £Q\  5s  6d,  and  issued  an  appeal  which  had  a 
satisfactory  response. 

Mrs.  'William  George  and  other  helpers  held  an  American  Tea  at 
Criccieth,  and  handed  over  -£15  15s  6d. 

Organised  and  arranged  by  Mrs.  Black,  the  Barmouth  Players 
gave  a  Performance  of  “  The  Cuckoo  in  the  Nest,”  at  Criccieth  Memorial 
Hall,  which  realised  £29  4s  Od. 

Very  much  appreciated  was  the  effort  of  Miss  Dilys  Evans  and 
others,  Members  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  who  got  up  a  Whist 
Drive  and  Dance,  and  made  a  Gift  of  £\1  4s  6d,  to  the  X-Ray  Fund. 

Dame  Margaret  Lloyd  George,  J.P.,  kindly  opened  the  grounds  at 
Brynawelon,  one  afternoon  last  Summer  for  the  same  object,  and  sent 
/9  to  the  Fund. 

The  old  laundry  kitchen  is  being  converted  into  an  X-Ray  room, 
and  a  small  wash-house  is  being  built  at  the  back  to  take  the  place  of 
the  old  laundry. 

There  is  just  enough  money  in  the  bank  now  to  pay  for  the  actual 
X-Ray  Plant,  but  an  additional  sum  is  required  to  cover  the  cost  of 
structural  alterations. 

LINEN  LEAGUE. — With  the  assistance  and  advice  of  Mrs. 
Williams,  Plas  Gwyn,  as  Hon.  Secretary,  a  Linen  League  in  connection 
with  the  Hospital  is  being  gradually  formed.  Mrs.  Williams  has  had 
many  years’  experience  of  how  much  assistance  a  simiLr  League  was 
to  Chirk  Hospital,  and  those  wishing  to  join  can  procure  leaflets  from 
her,  with  the  Rules  of  Membership’ 

THANKS. — The  usual  long  list  of  the  kindly  thoughts  of  residents 
in  sending  gifts  appears  in  the  Report.  The  gifts  on  Pound  Day  were 
perhaps  not  quite  so  many  as  on  previous  occasions.  Please  remember 
what  a  very  real  help  these  small  contributions  are  to  the  Hospital. 

The  special  gifts  received  last  year  include  a  Donation  of  ^‘250, 
being  a  Grant  from  the  balance  of  the  Boer  WTar  Relief  Fund,  through 
Mr.  J.  E.  Greaves,  H.M.  Lieutenant  for  Caernarvonshire  ;  £25  from

The  exceeding  kindness  of  these  friends  in  offering 
their  services  is  very  much  appreciated  by  the  Executive  Committee, 
but  there  is  a  danger  of  wearying  the  public  by  too  many  calls  on  their 
generosity.  Also,  it  falls  time  after  time  on  the  same  willing  helpers 
to  organize  and  sell  the  tickets  for  these  Entertainments, — and  it  is 
poor  acknowledgment  of  such  efforts  to  have  only  a  small  audience.

RULES  AND  CONDITIONS  FOR  WEEKLY  CONTRIBUTIONS 

1.  — Genera!  Conditions. 

“  Centres,”  or  “  Groups  ”  to  be  established  throughout  the 
District.  Two  persons  to  be  appointed  in  each  Centre  to 
organise  the  work,  and  to  collect  the  contributions  regularly. 
The  Collectors  to  pay  over  the  money  weekly  or  monthly 
as  may  be  arranged  to  the  Hon.  Treasurer  of  the  Hospital  : — 
Mr.  \Y.  G.  Williams,  The  Wharf,  Portmadoc,  and  supply 
him  with  a  full  list  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  Contri¬ 
butors.  No  person  whose  income  exceeds  £ 5  week  can  be 
accepted  as  a  contributor.  Any  dispute  as  to  the  ad¬ 
mittance  of  any  person  as  a  contributor  to  be  referred  to 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Hospital,  whose  decision 
shall  be  final. 

2.  — Scale  e?  Contributions.  Three  Pence  (3d.)  per  week. 

Contributors  will  not  be  entitled  to  benefits  until  twelve 
consecutive  weekly  payments  have  been  made,  or  twelve 
contributions  can  be  paid  in  one  sum  on  joining. 

3.  — Benefits. 

(a)  Free  Hospital  Treatment  (Maternity  pases  exempted) 
for  Contributor  and  his  wife  and  his  family  (up  to  16 
years  of  age)  or  dependents.  This  does  not  include  the 
fees  of  the  Medical  Attendant  of  the  Patient. 

(b)  Free  operations  by  one  of  the  following  surgeons  : — 

Dr.  Evans,  Caernarvon  ;  Dr.  Hylton  Parry,  Caer¬ 
narvon  ;  or  any  other  that  the  Hospital  Committee 
may  appoint. 

(c)  Financial  help  in  cases  requiring  special  treatment  at 

Hospitals  in  Liverpool,  Bangor,  or  Caernarvon,  will  be 
promptly  considered  by  the  Emergency  Committee. 

(d)  X  Ray  Examination  at  the  Madoc  Hospital. 

4 — The  persons  appointed  as  Collectors  must  be  approved  of  by 
the  Hon.  Treasurer  before  they  commence  to  act.  The 
Treasurer  will  inform  the  Collectors  as  to  the  conditions. 

5.  — 2,6  per  member  per  annum  will  be  returned  to  the  “  Centres  ” 

or  “  Groups  ”  towards  the  Fund  of  the  Local  Nursing 
Association  except  where  otherwise  arranged. 

6.  — The  Executive  Committee  reserve  the  right  to  alter  and 

amend  the  rules  from  time  to  time  and  to  decide  on  all 
questions  that  may  arise  under  the  Rules  and  Conditions, 
the  decision  of  the  Committee  to  be  final.
